The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
materially different process such as selective gluing of nonextruded sheets without the 
use of separating material (e.g. using a profiled heated platen to selectively melt the two 
films together at the edges and intermediate strips in the interior),, 

Inventions III and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as

claimed can be used for another and materially different process such as cooling an 
outdoor ice rink. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group III is not required for Group II or I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: first species of Figure 1 (two films of material 5 and 3) 
second species of Figure 4 (four films of material 5,3,37 and 35) third species of Figure 
5 (three films of material 5, 3, and 21 ) fourth species of Figure 7 (four films of material 
with additional strip 41) and an indeterminant number of additional, unillustrated, 
variants of the aforementioned species described in the specification. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least claim 1 appears to be generic.
